The Restorative Power in Mature. 
Equally worthy of admiration, and 
all but equally complex, is the process 
by .which nature repairs a fracture< 
limb, especially when tho injury is such 
that the broken ends of the bones can 
not be brought exactly into their prop- 
er positions. It is remarkable, too 
how she adapts her process to the dif 
jferent habits of.-her patients. In the 
case of a simple fracture, if the parts 
that have been disjointed arc set close 
together in their normal line, if it be 
the leg of a dog, for example, there is 
first a hard sheath called a "callus,' 
formed round tho fracture, and this 
" callus" permits a restricted use o 
the injured limb, even before tho two 
parts have grown together. It is, how 
ever, only a temporary provision, no 
ccssitated by tho natural restlessness o 
the lower animals- After the fracture 
has completely healed tho "«allu»* 
gradually disappears. A human--case 
is treated differently. Hero, unless i 
bo a broken rib (which requires the 
provision in consequence of an inces 
sant motion in respiration), tho healinj 
takes place ordinarily without tho form 
ation of any outer "callus." Some- 
times tho broken ends cannot be, or, a 
.all events, are not, brought into their 
"proper relative positions. Is it possible 
it may bo asked, that nature can pro- 
vide the means for meeting such an 
emergency1 when, that is to say, the 
two portions of bones to bo joined are 
all awry,,and sometimes quite new—in 
fact, a kind of bridge, and a bridge no 
only serving the purpose of a solid 
connection between opposite banks, bu 
like tho bridges which carry the appli 
ancesof modern civilization, connect- 
ing tho nerves which answer to the 
telegraph wires and tho veins and arte 
riea corresponding to our. water am 
other conduits—has to be constructed 
Nature's engineering is equal even to 
this task. Omitting; anatomical de- 
tails, we may simply say that sho con 
.structs a new and extraordinary piece 
of-bono, which serves to unito the 
broken ends, tho jagged and sharp pro- 
jections of which sho carefully round, 
off. But we must now tr.ko leave o 
the subject and commend it to tho 
thoughtful consideration- of the reader 
who will recognize in all this the mar 
velona wisdom of ou« great* preStdK

Coal Tar on the Farm. 


The attention of our readers has been 


frequently called to the value of coal 
tar on the farm, especially in the pres- 
ervation of woods, arid wo fire more 
forcibly impressed with its value as our 
experiments begin to assume the au- 
thority of a demonstration. 
Much has 


been written of its adaptation to the 
needs of the-farmeras a cheap paint 
for out-buildings; without detracting 
from its value for such purposes, wo 
arc led to believe that this is one of the 
minor considerations in its practical 
use, and that the great purpose to 
which it will be applied will bo in the 
preservation of timber and the conver- 
sion of woods, liable to dcoay from ex- 
posure, to material yaluablc for'all pur- 
poses. That coal tar does almost per- 
fectly preserve our soft woods has been 
fully demonstrated, so that it does not 
belong to the speculative. '•'• 


Last year, to test for Iowa tho value 


of our soft wofkl, when properly treated, 
wo boiled posts of green bass-wood, 
water-elm, cotton-wood, white willow 
and oak,: in coal tar, allowing thorn to 
remain in tho tank ten minutes each; 
then they were drained and piled up, 
exposed to ,tho sun one month; after- 
ward they were set in the ground as 
ordinary posts. At this date there is 
no perceptible difl'crcnco in their dura- 
bility; all are as sound as when set. 
Whatismoreremarkable, tho bass-wood 
holds a nail apparently as ;woll as tho 
oak. In catting a cross section, tho tar 
seemed to penetrate quite n distance. 
Tilling the pores and .hardening tho 
wood from one-half to throe-quarters of 
an inch deep, which was like cement and 
impervious to water. Much depends, 
doubtless, upon tho method of prepara- 
tion. The wood should bo green to ob- 
tain the best results. Farmers are fa- 
miliar with tho decided improvement in 
the character of wood . when cut green 
and seasoned under";Shelter..'?'Poplar,-' 
cotton-wood and white willow thus BI-C- 
parcd, make excenentfeiel. Baechand 
other woods for incchanJcal purposes, 
when the greatest solidity and tenacity 
of liber arc required, are dressed green 
and oiled, then are dried under cover. 
Xho charring of wood .also ndds materi- 
ally to its durability". ~ Cfeal tar secures 
all these conditions. .When the green 
post or board'is placed in boiling tar 
the sap is, expelled, and is replaced by 
the tar to some extentjr deeper portions 
are inflected as by .rapid seasoning:. 


The vafc -for heating tho too? may bo 


mado like an ordinary sap pan and of 
any length; put in a barrel of ;tar- and 
d_ip the whole post or as much us do- 
sired. The most particular part to be 
covered is that just above and below the 
surface when set. 
Where great dura- 


bility is desired tho post should bo 
boiled thirty minutes or more; ten min-

Saddle Horses and Saddle(Jails. 
There is an increasing demand of late 


for good saddle horses, and many of 
the fairs this season arc paying much 
more attention than formerly to this 
class. The Chicago Fair especially is 
giving great prominence to saddle 
horses in its premium list, which may 
be taken as something of an indication 
of the drift of popular demand. 


The gaits that especially commend a 


horso for use in the saddle" are, the watt, 
the fox trot, tho single-fool, 'and the 
rack.- The walk is a; ga;t understood by 


underhand that a .gooili eadctto Ahorse 


I oaghttwtteinble to go a'square; walk at 
the rate of five miles an hour. Tho 
fox-trot is faster than tho square walk, 
-and 
the horso will usually takei a few 
,st»ps at this gait when changing from 
a fast-walk to a trot. It may be easily 
taught to most horses by urging them 
slightly beyond their ordinary walkin<* 
speed, and; when they strike the fox- 
trot step, holding them to it. The will 
soon learn to like it, and it is one of the 
easiest of gaits for both horse and rider. 


The single-foot differs somewhat from 


the fox-trot, and has been described as 
. exactly intermediate between the true 
trot and the true walk. Each foot ap- 
pears to move independently of tho oth- 
er, with a sort of pit-a-pat, ono-at-a- 
time motion, and it, te a much faster gait 
than tho fox-trot.

The rack is very nearly allied to the 
trne pacing gait, the difference bciticr 
that in the latter 'the hlojd ; loot keeps 
exact time with tho forefoot of tho 
same side, making It what lias been 
called a lateral or ono-sido-at-a-tiinc 
motion, while in. tho former the hind 
•foot touches the1 ground slightly in- ad- 
vance of tho forefoot on the same side. 
The rack is not so fast a gait as the true 
pace; but it is a very desirable gait in a 
saddle horso. In addition, tho perfect 
saddle horso should bo able to trot, 
pace and gallop, and should be quick, 
nervous and elastic in all his motions, 
without a particle of dullness or slug- 
gishness in his nature. His mouth 
should bo sensitive, and ho should re- 
spond instantly to tho slightest motion 
of the rein in the hands oftho rider. A 
poorsind Clumsy |Mer, however, will 
soon spoil the b$s£trained saddle horso 
in the world, and such a person should 
never be permitted to mount a horso 
that is exceptionally valuable for that 
purpose, A "plug" horse .and a 
"plug" rider may well go together; 
but koep^a'TOally godd, well-trained 
saddle horse for one who knows how to 
enjoy this most 'hcaltli-giving, -exhilar- 
ating and dclightfut of $11 outdoor ex- 
ercise's.—Acetionai Live-Stock Journal,

State' Health Boards. 


This Is undoubtedly a:pcriod of great 


sanitary activity, with .vast possibilities 
of improvemont, and 'yet with possi- 
bility, also, of crude speculation aud of 
not less crude inventions. Even sani- 
tary literature has in it much of tho ex- 
perimental, and there is-.meed that all 
things proposed be brought to rigid 
test, lest they bccome£<1«ath dealing, 
instead of life-saving. It is, however, 
one of the encouraging facts : that so' 
many of our States, us well as our cities, 
have'full-formed Hoards of Health, com- 
posed of men wl\o van be held responsi- 
ble for their adis and for their advice. 
In addition to the twenty-three States 
already; haying Hoards,^etmsylvaniii^ 
Arkansas and Indiana are' 'likely to be 
successful this year. Tho reports of 
thoso are beginning to be rendered, and 
form a very important addition to our 
information as to the study of disease. 
We this year take .tip, as lirs| in order, 
the report of the State of New .Jersey. 
It is mado especially prominent from 
the fact -that tho Board has had to con- 


tend with four decided epidemic**, aTl.of 
which will pass into record as im- 
portant in the history of diseases 
and its causes. 
The first was tho 


well-known typhoid fever at Prince- 
ton. 
With 
all the 
talks 
about 


ma-aria, all tho rumors as to causes and 
the many contradictory items which 
found their way to tho" press, it was 
quite important that an authentic nar- 
rative be given. Tho Secretary of th 
Hoard had the very best opportunitie 
for this work. It required much siftinr 
of statements and close local examine 
tion into details. This seems to hav 
been diligently attended to. The rusul 
is! a clear detail of facts and a'discnssio 
of the probable origin of tho disease 
It seems highly probable that tho feve 
originated from local causes, which'ha> 
nothing to do with malaria and therom 
cdy'for which was an entire change in 
tlio system of sewage disposal. 
On< 


cannot read such a history without por 
.cqiving tho great importance of a well 
devised plan of exactness in all tho do 
tails of Sanitary construction, and of i 
superintendence which shall bo as vi<n 
lant as intelligent and sco to it that n 
possibilities of accumulated filth can 
occur. A comparison of tho mctcoro 
logical table shows how exceptionally 
Warm tho months of April and Mayluu 
been, with an absence of the usual rains 
No doubt, tliis had much to do with sta- 
ring tho latent poison into activity, am 
thus making aerial sewage or contain 
inatcd air abundant. 
: Not less decided and not less ty pica 
was tho occurrence of malarial fevers 
at Bound Brook. 
While malaria was 


vpry prevalent in maiiy States and in 
many localities of Now Jersey last year 
yet tho condition of things at Bonne 
Jtrook was such as to furnish admirable 
opportunity for more exact study. Tho 
mangrove swamps of Africa give nol 
more decided evidence of special mala- 
rial productivity than did this town. 
I ho man. who has seen several little 
craters all tho more onjoya Vesuvius, 
because it is so very declarative. A 
town in which no inhabitant :cscapcs is 
not to bo explained away by any. gen- 
eral theory Of origin. 
Tho debris of a 


half century had collected in a, sluggish 
water-bed, amid rank vegetation, whoso 
decay had stored away much organic 
matter. It was near the discharge ol 
two br three small streams, which thus 
brought down the accumulation of a 
largo, low watershed. The alternation 
of heat and of water had been unusual, 
and had furnished all tho conditions for 
fcrmentivc or putrefactive changes. 
The results were up to the plan. So 
tho people. thought; so tho courts 
thought. For thogoodnoss of the thing 
is this: It gave rise to a trial'which will 
ever bo notable in American legislation. 
It proclaimed drainage for health a 
necessity as never before. It not onlv 
compelled tho removal of a mill-dani, 
but tho restoration of a stream-bed. 
New Jersey justice was as rigorous as 
if it had caught a culprit, and declared 
that men, women and children must 
not havo their animation suspended in 
such manner. Tho result, too, is a 
State law which, while it protects own- 
ers of water-rights from unfair risks, 
proclaims the right of pure air and a. 
dry soil to all the land and the inhab- 
itants thereof. 
About, the same time 


small-pox took on epidemic proportions 
in Camdcn. It revealed an inadequacy 
of provision that startled . this city ol 
contentment, and gave it to know that, 
with all its enterprise, it moved too 
slowly to keep up with tlio move of the 
disease. At one time it bid fairtn plant 
itself in every street of the city. A 
council held with the State Board of 
Health resulted in the authorization of 
vaccination to an extent which fully 
limited the disease. When will man- 
kind luarii that it is not nccessarv to 
havo a scare and some deaths in order 
to secure that vaccination which can 
alone protect from such a scourge? 


Later in the season, at Blaokwood- 


town, some twelve miles from Camdcn, 
a fever broke out in tho almshousc, 
which did not. cease its deadly work 
until physician, aud nurses, anil kecpr 
cr, and family, as well as some forty 
inmates, had fallen before the disease. 
Over-crowding was tho .great error, 
In the midst of a motley herd was 
brought a man sick with fever. : who 
was placed at onoe in' a crowded bed- 
room. In twelve days there were sev- 
eral cases in adjoining rooms. It" is 
quite possible that the lirst New York 
cases aroso from tho tramps who scat- 
tered from this place. 
The whole 


course of tho fever was that of a well- 
declared typhus. It is not only conta- 
gious, but clings so tenaciously to sur- 
faces that long after it has seemed to 
ccaso it will again recur, under favor- 
ing circumstances. 
It is still so per- 


sistent in certain parts of New York 
City that its sanitary authorities may 
^v«ll bo on tho alert, lest dirty streets 
find a hot summer should cause it to 
extend. Thus, in a single small State, 
wedged in between Philadelphia and 
New York, wo havo examples of four 
preventible epidemics in a single year, 
and call upon all who reaid -thereof to 
take hcod.— N. Y.Jmlepcndcnt.

Adulterated Coffee. 


Chiccory, carrots, caramel and date 


seeds are the substances commonly 
used to adulterate ground coft'cc. A 
single tost will show tho housekeeper 
whether she has purchased pure or 
adulterated coffep. Take a little of the 
coffee and press it between tho lingers, 
or give it a squeeze in tho paper in 
which it is bought; if genuine it will not 
form a coherent mass, as coffee grains 
arc hard and do not readily adhere to 
each other; but if the grains stick to 
each ether and form a sort of "cake," 
we may be pratty sure of adulteration 
in tho shape of chiccory, for tho grains 
arc softer, and moro open, and,adhere 
without difficulty when squeezed. 


Again, if wo place a few grains in a 


saucer and moisten thorn with a little 
cold water, chiccory will very quickly 
becomo soft like bread crumbs, while 
coffee trill take a long time to soften. 


A third test: Take a. winorglass -or 


tumblerful of water, nndjgontjy drop a 
pinch of the ground colKn on tlto sur- 
face of the water without stirring or 
agitating; genuine coilbo will float for 
Dome time, whilst chiccory 6V any other 
soft root will sink, 
1 Chiccory or caramel will cause a yel- 
lowish or.brownish color to diffuse rap? 
idly through tho water, while pure cofc 
feo will give no sensible tint under such 
circumstances for a considorablo length 
of time.

Coffee mixtures" or "coffee iin? 
provers" should bo avoided. They sel- 
dom consist of anything but chiccory 
aijd caramel. 
' "'French ebfloo," so widely usod at 
present, is generally ground coffee, tho 
beans of which have been roasted with, 
a certain amount of sugar, which, coat- 
ing over the bean, has retained moro of 
the original aroma than in ordinary 
cofleo.; but this,: of course,' at the ex- 
pensb of the reduced percentage1' ol 
pott'co duo to the presence of tho cara- 
tncl.
